God made all things of nothing at 
the firſt, to wit, the hizheſt heavens 
F220 Þ% | with 
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with the Angels and all the Foſt of 
them; and allo the Earth that is the 
rude 1nafſe without forme and voyd, 
which was the common matter of all 
the viſible world , and this 1s called 
ſimple and primary creation. After- 
wards God created out of that 
rude matter the Li:ht , that is,

Third 
ly, with great caſe,and facility,with- 
out paines,toyle or labour. 

How doth that appeare ? 

By the words of Hoſes in the Hi- 
ſtory of the Creation , where it is re- 
corded, that God in the creation did 
but ſay let things be, and lo they were 
made ; ſo he is faid to creat the Light, 
the Firmiment, the Warers , the dry 
Land, the Lights in Heaven , the 
Hearbes and Trecs, and all things 


Iivirg and moving on the Earth and: 


in the Sca. Heſaid let them be, and 
they were made and brought into 
being, Gen.1.2,6,9,8c. 

How doth this ſpeech ſhew that God 
created all things in ſuch manner as you 
have ſad, to wit, freely, wiſely,and with 
eaſe and facility ? 

Very plainely, for theſe words are 
not 


| 
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not to bee underſtood properly that 
God uttered a ſound of words : but 
the phraſe is Metaphoricall borrowed 
from the doings of men. For workes 
done by neceſlity of Nature , men do 
without confulting or ſpeaking, or 
any pr:\{cri, tion or direction given 
by word of mouth. The things which 
men firſt ſp:ake of, and then do, are 
done by liberty of will ; and ther- 
fore this phraſe teacheth us , that 
the Creation was a work done, nut 
by neceſſity of Nature, but by liberty 
of will, that is a work which God, if 
he had fo been pleaſed , might have 
left undone, and did therefore do, be- 
cauſe it was his free will to do it. Se- 
condly , wiſe mendo not command, 
or preſcribe things to be done unlefſe 
they have conſulted, purpoſed , and 
determined,that they ſhall be fo done, 
Their words by which they com- 
mand ,and preſcribethe doing of great 
works, are the open manifeſtation of 


. their mind, will. purpoſe, and decree; 


ai11 the firſt thing which belongs to 
the acuall performing and eff:&ing 
of the worke. And therefore this 
phraſe 
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pbraſe teacheth us, that as God 1n his 
eternall Counſcll had wiſely purpoſed 
and decreed ; ſonow God the Father 
by his Word the Son, and by is Spi- 
rit, began to put his wiſe counſe!l in 
exccution, and actually to create and 
make all things, and to bring them 
outwardly into being according to 
bis wifs counſell, and as hee had in- 
wardly purpoſed in hinfſelfe, fo the 
creation was a work not ra(hly done, 
but wiſely according to counſ:ll. 
Thirdly this phraſe ſheweth, that 
aS among men, nothing can bee done 
with greater caſe and facility, and 
with lcfe toyle or labour, then when 
they only ſay the word let it be done, 
and preſently it is done, without any 
More paines : So it was witi God in 


the creation, he did ascafily and withe . 


out paines create all things as a man 
dotha thing by ſaying let it be, which 
of al things is molt caſic as experience 
teacheth. 

IPhat ſpecial things have you learned 
concerning the creation of man-kind ? 

Foure things eſpecially. 

Firſt, that God conſulted about it

That they are paſt all hope 
and poſlibility. of repentance , may 
cally bee proved by that which the 
Scriptures teſtifis of Apoſtatas and 
ſach as finne againſt the holy Ghoſt, 
to wit, that it © inspoſſible to renew 
them by repentance, Heb. 6.6. and it 
is a vaing thing to pray for thems,1 lohn 
5.16, for their hearts are hardned to 
commit all iniquity with grecdineſf: 
And therefore much more the dam- 
ned in hell being turned into the 
image of the Devill, arc paſt hope of 
repentance, and muſt needs be harde- 
ncd in ctcrnall malicsatd impeniten- 
cy to the utmoſt, 
Is there no difference of glory among Queſt: 
the Saints in Heaven, and of torment 4* 
wong the danmedin bell ? 
he Apoſtle faith, that as one Star 4»/w. 
diffzreth from another in glory ; ſo it 
IS in the reſurretion of the Saints to 
glory, x Cor.15.41, But though ſome 
of the Saints arc capable of more glo- 
t 4 ry 
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Chriſt in the ſtate of Grace, and in- 
ſtruinents of great good to the 
Church, as appeares, Dan. 12.2. and 
Hat, 19.28. And ſome reprobates 
are tnorc capacious veſſels of wrath, as 
they have more ourragiouſly and def- 
pightfully provoked God in the time 
of their life ; and both theſe ſhall bee 
filled up to the utmoſt fulnes of their 
meaſure, the one ſort. with glory, the 
oth:r with ſhame and wrath, and ſo 
they ſhall have the one more glory, 
the other more miſery : Yet hee that 
hath the leaſt glory,ſhal have as much 
as he can conceive or delire, and hee 
who hath the caſt torment and miſe- 
ry. {hall haveas much as his veſkll can 


conteine,and as hee is capable of, and . 


can beare. This may be made plain by a 
familiar ſimilitude. If divers bottles of 


earthen veſſels of divers 'mecaſures and . 


diff:rent capacity beeplungcd into the 
deep fea with open mouths ; every 
veſſ:1l will be filled to the brim, that 
1t canhot conteine one drop more,the 
leaſt as well as the greateſt ; and 
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though the greateſt conteines more; 
yet the lealt is as fill, as it is/' 
even to the utmoſt. So it is both 
in' the Saints glorified in Heaven, 
and the wicked tormented in Hell. 
Though ſome are like veſſels more 
capacious , and being filled with. 
glory , or with miſery , have more 
than others : Yet the leaſt Saint 
is as full as hee can bee of gle» 
ry, and can defire no more; and 
the leaſt among the damned is 
filled up with torment and with 
the wrath of God to the utmoſt, 
and hath as much as his veſfell 
can hold, The one wants no- 
thing , but bath a fulneſſe of glo» 
ry, to make him, as bleſſed , as 
hee can deſire, for ever, And the 
other hath ſo much torment , as 
fakes him to the utmoſt extremi- 
ty miſerable: And as there is no 
poſſibility of the falling away of 
the ' Saints from their glory 1 
the leaſt degree, So it is int- 
poſſible to caſe the damned of the 
teaſt graine of liis heavy and in- 
tollcrable miſery ; but Gods wrath 
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For the godly , Life cternall in the 
fruition of himflte in Glory ; but 
or: the wacksd and ungodly etcr- 
Deoath, miſzry and torment in 
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o& our Lives, and the maine 
of all our labours , may. bee 
free from danger and feaxe of c- 
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teine the It on of Heavenl y 
Slory, and with Chriſt our Hea 
and all his Ek& Saints, may ce 
God- and enjoy all his goodneſſe,, 
a5 our-portion for ever, World with- 
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out end. To this bleſſed God who 

hath vouchſafed thus farre to re- 

yeale himſelfſe unto us, and to ſhew 

us the right way , by which wee 

may come to him, bee all glory, 
honour and praiſe giuen, and 
aſcribed by us and his whole 
Church, now and for ever, 
eAmen. 
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
